BJSNO, Nevada, Sept. 19, 1887.—To 


one who has had an opportunity to in- 
vestigate the various resouioes of West- 
ern Nevada, it becomes a surprise to 
find this section ignoreJ by the present 
tide of immigration to the far West. 
Everybody apears to be bound 
for 


Southern California without permitting 
the bare thought of something uaeritoii- 
ou3 existing in Nevada to enter his 
head. 


Nevada, to most people, and very in- 


telligent people at that, exists in their 
iniucl only aa the Comstook Mine, and 
the Comstock mine to them is Nevada. 
But the time ia near nt hand when the 
fickleness of mining will make room for 
the certainty of agricultural success, 
and when the millions of acres of land 
now considered barren -waste will teem 
with well cultivated farms and sleek 
cattle. Although Virginia City is per- 
haps more generally known or heard of 
in the East, the city which will become 
the important commercial and agricul- 
tural centra of this unjustly neglected 
State, by virtue of its geogruphicnl loca- 
tion, 19 Reno, the county Beat of \Yushoe 
county. As will be seen from the map, 
it forms the natural source of supply 
for a radius of 100 miles, and being lo- 
cated on that great tiauscoutiaeutal 


- railroad, the Central Pacific, already en- 


joys advantages supeiior to the other 
cities in this Suite. 


Keno is prettily situated in a charm- 


ing valley at the foothills of the Sierra 
de Nevada, with a swift mountain stream, 
the Truckee river, piercing its widths. 
Its population at present numbers 4,500 
people, and the business streets have 
the appearance of a thriving, bustling 
town, calculated to double its popula- 
tion in a very few years. The stores are 
substantial buildings, mostly buck, and 
the heavy stocks carried by the mer- 
chants will astonish an Eastern man if 
disposed to class Beno among the country 
towns. The handsomest busiuess struc- 
ture is occupied by the First National 
Bank, a staach financial concern, with n 
paid in capital of $100,000 und a surplus 
tund of $35,000. This prosperous in- 
stitution is managed by D. A. Bender, 
Presideut, and C. T. Bender, Cashier. 
Aside from this the well-known Bank of 
Nevada ministers faithfully to the finan- 
cial wants of the people and enjoys the 
confidence of the citizens, due directly 
to the liberal policy adopted by Hon. C. 
O. Powuitig, by far the most progressive 
spirit in this progressive town. 


An examination of the many resources 


of Reno and the country tributary to it 
forms au interesting study, and will go 
to show that in the present race for 
commercial and industrial supremacy, 
the dark horae will be found not many 
yards from the city limits of KBUO, 


CLIMATF. 


It will bs news to most readers of 


this article to have the claim of Ne- 
vada people, that their climate is much 
superior to the much-vaunted oue of 
California, verified by the writer, who 
has had ample opportunity to do so 
Travel all the world over and one will 
naturally come to the conclusion that 
the Nevada climate is by far the most 
delightful to be found on the face of the 
eartb. 
Eastern people have thus far 


been taught that the California climate 
is the only "simon pure" stuff, all wool 
and a yard wide, and only those who 
have witnessed the ladies wearing se>U- 
akm sacques on one side of the street 
and white lawns on the other in the main 
thoroughfare of San Francisco, or have 
been melted by an over-enterprising 
thermometer in other portions of the 
glorious California, fairly realize that 
the prestige of a California climate rests 
upon slender threads. 
The Nevada cli- 


inate is uniformly mild, with invariably 
cool nights, and the atmosphere bracing 
and invigorating, proving a most health- 
ful tonic to the invalid or resident. 
In- 


deed, those who cannot live happily in 
the Nevada atmosphere had belter secure 
their berth for some other world. 


AOMCOI.Tt7BE. 


To look at the vast prairies covered 


with nothing but sagebrush and at the 
same time attempt to point to them as 
desirable land for farming is well calcu- 
lated to produce a smile. And at the 
risk of being the laughing stock of many, 
I unhesitatingly assert that there are no 
more fertile lands within the broad do- 
mains of Uncle Sam than the brand 
valleys surrounding Beno, which any 
one taking the trouble to investigate will 
readily find out. 
Too much can hardly 


be said in favor of this city and the 
splendid meadows of the Truckee. Al- 
ready within a stone's throw of the 
leading business street the fertility of 
the soil becomes apparent, and the fact 
is readily established that wherever 
water has been applied abundant crops 
are the certain result. 
Nowhere is the 


contrast more marked 
than at the 


grounds surrounding the private dwell- 
ings. Here we find a veritable minia- 
ture park with handsome shade trees, 
well kept lawns, fragrant flower bads 


and an inviting vegetable garden, while 
the grounds of his next-door neighbor 
look barren and disconsolate, due in the 
first instance simply to moderate supply 
of water. A little beyond prosperous 
farms greet the eye and one finds diffi- 
culty to believe that this is the same 
ground originally covered with sage- 
brush. 


These lands are to-day offered very 


cheap, and weighing everything care- 
fully the farmer can look the world over 
without finding such opportunities as 
are offered him here to-day. All kinds 
of cereals do well here and three crops 
of alfalfa (a species of clover) are raised 
per year, averaging four to six tons for 
the three cuttings and commanding $7 
per ton. This year some 75,000 tons 
will be required to feed the cattle. 


A very important factor to K»no's ag- 


ricultural development forms the mag- 
nificent and easy water supply obtain- 
able here, which will enable millions of 
acres to be brought under cultivation at 
a minimum cont. And it is safe to as- 
sert that there is scarcely a State in the 
Union that has more good agricultural 
land than Nevada. 


STOCK RAISING. 


Eeno is to-day the recognized ship- 


ping point for nil cattle coming from 
Northern California and Oregon. On 
many occasions fully 25,000 head are 
fed here awaiting shipment, and it is 
nothing unusual to sea four or five car- 
loads leave for the West per day. 
The 


beef of this section, fed on the nutri- 
tious alfalfa, is classed equal, if not 
superior, to the corn-fed stock of Illinois, 
and the neighborhood of Beno is already 
being turned into one of the most suc- 
cessful and greatest stock-raising sec- 
tions of Nevada. 


WATEB POWEB. 


Few cities offer superior advantages 


to the manufacturer in the way of water 
po\«-er. By building the necessary dams, 
the expense of which would be merely 
nominal, ample power could be secured 
to supply a large number of manufac- 
turing establishments. 
At present a 


couple of flour mills, besides a few 
smaller establishments, constitute the 
advance guard of the more important 
ones yet to cone. A canning factory, 
one of tho most profitable institutions, 
has been projected, also a scouring mill. 
The wool clip of the State of Nevada at 
present reaches C,000,000 pounds an- 
nually, and OB woolen goods of all kinds 
form one of the prime necessities here, 
the fine opportunity for the establish- 
ment of a woolen mill becomes apparent. 
Iron is also to be found in vast quanti- 
ties 
around 
Keno, 
affording many 


chances for tho profitable investment in 
the manufacture of ull goods xuade of 
this metal, 
Coupled with this, the ad- 


vantage of not lequiring large capital to 
engage in the manufacturing business 
out here, Eastern readers could investi- 
gate this paragraph with much profit to 
themselves. 


Aside from the Central Pacific Bail- 


road, Beno is the terminus of the Vir- 
ginia and 1'ruckeo Kailroad connecting 
this city with the inexhaustible vaults 
of precious metals found In this State in 
the historical Comstock lode. 
Other 


roads are pointing Kenoward, and the 
time is not far distant when a gridiron 
of railroads will encircle this thriving 
city. 


Besides the State Insane Asylum, 


which ia by far tho handsomest public 
building in the State, elected here 
through the untiring efforts of Hon. C. 
C. Pawning at a cost of only $60,000, us 
shown above, Beno cnn boast of the 
State University, a very ably conduoied 
institution, as also the School for Girls, 
presided over by Bishop Whitaker, of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania, which lat- 
ter establishment has achieved a well- 
deserved national reputation Tor its 
perfect system and other educational 
advantages. 


NEWSPAPERS, 


As in other respects, Beno is far 


ahead of its sister cities throughout the 
State in possessing some of the bright- 
est, most progrecsive journals of the 
West. 
Of these the 
NEVADA STATE 


JOURNAL occupies the morning and the 
Evening Gazette the 
twilight field, 


while the Weekly Gazette and Stock' 
man is one of the moat successful jour- 
nals of the State. 


The STATE JOURNAL is the property of 


Hon. C.C. Powningj whose able lieu- 
tenant, B. C. Gordon, shares with him 
the honors of issuing as bright, gossipy 
a journal as could be expected in a city 
of double the population.
